City Election Ordered for December 34—The City 
Divided Into 22 Precineta—Polling Places 
and (Officers—The Mayor After 

Mr. Morton's Scalp. 


The Council held a regular meeting yes- 
terday. At roll call in the morning the fol- 
lowing members answere‘l to their names: 
Barrett, Book, Bosbyshell, Chandler, Cohn, 
Collins, Hanley, Eliller, Lovell, Mathews, 
Moriarty and President Humphreys. 

The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved. 

Mr. Cohn presented a resolution asking 
that the city ‘be divided into 22 precincts for 
the coming city election, in the following 


proportion: Four in each of the five wards | 


except the Second, which is given six pre- 
cincts. 

He produced a city map showing the pro- 
posed subdivisions. The resolution was 
carried, and the City Attorney instructed to 
incorporate it in the election ordinance, 

A MESSAGE FROM THE MAYOR 
was then read, as follows: 

Gentlemen: I have received many com- 
agen of the great inconvenience suffered 

y residents of the section of the city 
directly interested in the compietion of the 
contracts for bridges on Dowmey avenue, 
First, Seventh and Third streets. 

The contractors are very dilatory in their 
work, much sothat, at tne present rate 
of progress, the bridges will not be ready 
for public use until long after the time set 
for the completion of the work under con- 
tract, and you will no doubt be importuned 
for an extension of time I would urge 
upon you the necessity of insisting on more 
active work on the part of the contractors 
aS not even the piers have yet been placed 
in position. 

WorKMAN, Mayor. 

Mr. Barrett ‘wid the contractors were 
doing all in their power, and the work 
would be finished ou time.

ANOTHER MESSAGE 
from the Mayor was read, as follows: 

Gentlemen: Inthe matter of a warrant 
for $200, authorized by you. in favor of 
Crawford & Crawford, and presented to me 
for signature I wish, before signing it, to 
call your attention te the danger to the city 
of havinga second claim pregented.

Gentlemen: In replying tothe matter 
referred to me by your honorable body, re- 
Jating to the application of D. D. Morton, 
tohave his warrant signed by some other 
officer of the city for the stated reason that 
the Mayor refused todo so, l would say 
that I notified the Superintendent of 
Streets, on November 7th, to discharge Mr. 
Morton, and that, while I would sign his 
warrants for his pay up to. that date, f 
should not authorize his employment after 
that time. I am informed that my request 
has not yet been complied with. 

In my opinion itis highly dangerous to 
the best interests of the city that Mr. 
Mortor, who is performing the duties of 


foreman of sewers, should be permitted to: 


remain. His position is a peculiar one, un- 
like any otherin the corperation service, 
and I find that he has for some time past, 
and is yet, working for his individual and 
private use, altaough drawing a sal- 
ary from the city tor doing ‘ the 
work—keeping a full record of all 
of the work under his charge, but is 
making no such record for public use. I 
am informed that there is not, yg bas not 
been kept for several years past, public 
record of the many pipes and “Y’s ” where 
placed underground, and unless the private 
record kept by Mr. Morton is transcribed 
on the public records of the city, it will be 
impossible for his successor or any other 
persons to ascertain the exact location of 
the various sewers and sewer connections 
under the public streets without expensive 
digging and interference with travel; and 
further, by the peculiar knowledge thus 
gained and withheld, any man could, by 
virtue of his office, make himseif indis- 
pensable to the city ‘and practicaily dictate 
his own salary. 

As an evidence of Mr. Morton’s thorough 
appreciation of the importance his private 
knowledge of sewer matters give him, I 
would say that he has recently in my office 
acted in a most unbecoming, insolent and 
independent manner, and 1 asked that he 
be compelled to turn over to the city the 
books or private record he has been 
ing, and any other information obtained by 
him of matters relating to sewers since he 
has been in the city’s omer, and also that 
he be disekarged.

The Southern Pacific Railroad matter was

~ George W. Knox, representing. the prop- 
erty-owners, stated that two protests were

signed by Mr. Tubbs on half of the 
Walnut Grove property. 

A number of the property-holders repre- 
sented by the speaker own lots on the south 
side of Pine street, along the north side of 
which the. railroad company proposes to 
run itsline. The fact that the lots have 
not been extensively built upon does not 
affect the question, because even if a man 
only has $1000 in. lot, it is damaged just as 
much in proportion by the proximity ofa 
railroad a8 more expensive property would 
be. A railroad cetld not be run through 
the Third Ward‘in this city without a pro- 
test which would turn the Council from its 
purpose, Then why use another portion of 
the city differently? . 

wht 18s THE USE? | 

It is often said “What is the use of fight 
ing the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany?’ He would not say that that cor- 
poration went ahead and did as they pleased 
regardiess of law or license, but many 
things warranted that assumption, For in- 
stance, had they ever asked or been granted 

@ privilege of putting up their new depot? 
No, and yet it was incumbent upon them by 
the law so to do. 

In the same way they had gone ahead and 
purchased this tract from San Pedro to Ala- 
meda street, and now announce that they 
will build their track on their own property, 
as soon as the Council permits them tocross 
the lateral streets. 

- Jt has been said that by delay in this 
matter the new depot is rendered useless. 
Is the depot standing idle on account of 
this Santa Monica right of way? Not at 
all. Thecompany is waiting in all prob- 
ability to get its right of way through the 


Laguna tract before rannins its through 


trains to the new depot. 

The speaker thon argued that the rail- 
read company could, if their petition was 
denied, condemn a right of way through the 
Briswalter place. and explained at some 
tween Griffith 
and the company 

MR, CIIARLTON, 
representing the owners on San Ped 
street, argued that no grading or improve- 
ments could be had on San Pedro street 
while the railroad lay upon it. He asked 
on their behalf that no arrangements be 
made by the Council looking to the mainte- 
nanceof this track on that street. It isa 
very important street and leads to a pros- 
perous section of country, and if the ratl- 
road is got out will soon boom ahead. 

Asto any hurry in passing on this new 
route, he deprecated the idea. The Santa 
Monica trains can go on their present route 
and back down to the new depot, if itis ever 
occupied, till a suitable right of way across 
the briswalter tract can be condemned. 

JUDGE BICKNELL 
then presented the case on behalf of the. 
railroad company. He advocated candor on 


" such oceasions as the present, and made a 


forcible argument. 

He stated as tothe Griffith negotiations 
that Griffith wanted the company to take 
80 acres of the Briswalter tract, at $2000 per 
acra, making $160,000. The offer since. 
made by Griffith for $25,000 was a line that 
they did not want and could not use. He 
had ascertained that the title to the whole 
tract lay in a man nowin the East, who 
could not be reached by a condemnation 
suit in nine months or a year. 

Having ee up the Briswalter route as 
a bad job, the company had selected the 

resentone. Itruns down the center of a 

lock between Pin> and Laurel streets, and 
as far from the street as possible. What 
more could they do? 

The speaker said that the new depot 
would be used only for passenger business, 
and the freight yards would remaiu at the 
present location. 

The tracks in San Pedro street would be 
removed as 800n as the lumber-yards now 
there could be accommodated—from Pine 
to Fifth strees in 10 months and north of 
Fifth street in 10 months more.

After the meeting Mr. Johnston was in- 
terviewed by the Times man, and some 
very valuable information was obtained. 
“This isa very important matter,” said Mr. 
Johnston, “and one in which every whole- 
sale dealer in the city is vitally interested. 
Both Arizona and New Mexico are rapidly 
settling up with a good class of people, and 
l regard that section as likely to become an 
important factor in ourcommercial develop- 
ment in the very near future. Recognizing 
this fact, we should at once see that our in- 
terests are not neglected, and that we get as 
favorable freight rates as any other Com- 
peting point. As itis, San Francisco has a 
certain advantage in the way of ocean 
freights, all heavy, non-perishable goods 
coming around the orn. We, on 
the other hand, have to get our 
rail and we 
must see that we are not {m upon. I 
will give you one instance which, to my 
mind, is conclusive evidence that there is 
unfajr discrimination in favor of: San Fran- 
cisco and against u ake Glamis, a min- 
ing town in Arizona, about forty miles this 
side of Yuma, a8-a case in point. That 
place buys about $3000 worth of material a 
month, of hardware, etc., which is supplied 
from San Francisco, Itis true that we are 
only a little over one-third as far as San 
Francisco, but the difference in freight is 
25 or 50 cents hundred 
in favor, 80 the 
rate is $1.50 from Los Angeles it is -only 
$1.75 or $2 from San Francisco, whereas, to 
be equitable, it should be $4 to $4.50. I 
think that this matter isone which should 
receive the attention of every merchant in 
the city, if we intend to try and extend our 
commercial relations, During the boom we 
were so busy in our immediate neighbor- 
hood that we neglected a good many points 
that now, since we have breathing time, 
should be attended to, and this is one of the 
most important.” 

' Mr. Germain said that in his line of busi- 
ness the same difficulty was presented as is 
that of Mr. Johnston, and that if Los Ange- 
les intended to have her rights the mer- 
chants should come to the front and take 
hold. The railroad rates needed revision, 
and Los Angeles put on the same footing as 
San Francisco. He hoped every merchant 
in the city would be on hand next Friday 
evening, wheu the whole subject df rail- 
road freight would be discussed. 

THE COAL QUESTION. 

The railroad people were considerably 
worked up over the coal scare in yesterday’s 
issue of Tue TIMEs. 


The superintendent of the Atlantic and 
Pacific was seen yesterday and said: 

“The retail coal dealers are kicking be- 
fore they are burt. We are doing all in 
our power to get coal here. 1 have sent 100 
cars to the mines today, and we are sendin 
them back just as fast as we can unloa 
the cars. don’t anticipate any trouble 
this winter, for we will supply the city even 
if we have to put a number of extra engines 
and trains on.” 

The general freight agents of this city 
are now in St. Louis, and through private 
advices it is learned that théy will do ali in 
their power to reduce the present high rates. 
The meeting of railroad men will be an 
exceedingly lively one, and itis believed 
by the local officers that the California 
delegation will get what they want.

THE PRESIDENT-ELECT. 


Thousands of Congratulatory Letters 
and Telegrams Received. | 
INDIANAPOLIS, Nov, 12.—! By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The President-elect passed 
the day quietly at his residence, receiving a 
goodly number of neighbars and some 
friends who called, and reading letters and 
eastepn papers. Since the day of election 
Gen. Harrison’s mail has steadily in- 
creased, until it has now reached mammoth 
proportions. This morning it required an 
express wagon to haul the bundles of let- 
ters and bags of newspapers that had ar- 
rived since Saturday. About 1500 letters 
and several bags of newspapers comprised 
today’s mail. Something like 80 telegrams 
were also received, mostly of a congratu- 
latory character, as were also his letters. 
Heretofore Gen. Harrison has aimed to 


| reply to every letter, if only to acknowl- 


edge its receipt, but with such an extraurdi- 
mary increase he now finds that the task 
will be too great for him to undertake, as it 
would occupy his entire time. 

In view of these circumstances, Gen. Har- 
rison this evening requested the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press to publicly con- 
vey his cordial thanks to the several’ thou- 
sand friends throughout the Nation who 
have telegraphed or sent by letter their 
warm wessions of congratulation and 
best wishes: He was very particular to 
impress upon the correspondent that 
it would have afforded him real pleasure to 
personally acknowledge the receipt of every 
communication, and up to today this was 
his intention, but the advent of over 7000 
telegrams and letters, with several hundred 
additional letters arriving each day, has 
caused him to reluctantly abandon the at- 
tempt to answer individuaily, and he asks 
the press of the country to extend his kind- 
est and warmest thanks to his congratu- 
latory friends. Nothing has more pro- 
foundly impressed the President-elect than 
the exthusiastic and heartfelt expressions 
in thousands of telegrams he has received. 
Nearly 2000 of these telegrams and letters 
were of such a purely personal character 
that Gen. Harrison felt that it might be 
considered indelicate for him to permit 
their publications, although many of them 
are from people of political or social dis- 
tinction.

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An Aged Couple Butchered—Suicid 
or the Murderer. 
(LL), Nov. 12..—[By the Asso- 
Ciatea Press.j| A most blood-curdling and 
atrocious crime was committed here early 
this morning, and the city isin a fever heat 


of excitement over the murder of Peter |. 


Howe, a wealthy banker, and his wife, aged | 
73 and 69 years. About halfa mile from 
the business part of the city stands the 
Howe residence, a large two-story frame 
Structure. Here lived the aged couple, with 
one domestic. At6o’clock this morning, 
as the latter came down stairs, the reflec- 
tion from the lamp she carried shot through: 
the open door of Mr. and Mrs. Howe’s bed- 
room and revealed a ghastly sight. The 
walls and bedclothes were covered with 
blood. Lying on the coverlet was a Car- 
coupling pin, to which adhered hair and 
clotted blood, 

The servant ran fo communicate the ter- 
rible story to Irwin, Mr. Howe’s son-in-law. 
The latter at once suspected Charles Burk- 


hart of committing the deed, and a watch 


was at once placed on the rooms where he re- 
sided with his wife over a grocery store in 
the principal business block of the city. Burk- 
hart was observed walking up and down the 
haliway,-apparenotly in great agitation. It 
was not long until he discovered that sen- 
tinels had been posted outside, when he 
went into his bedroom, procured a razor and 
cut his throat from ear to ear, and wasa 
dead man inside of five minutes. His wife 
who had been in an adjoining room, hear 
his dying moans. She entered the room 
and he requested her, as best he could, to 
“care for baby.” 

The cause of the terrible crime is attrib- 
uted to petty spite on the part of Burkhart. 
The domestic in the house, Sarah Richard- 
son, is a-handsome lass of 19, and is Burk- 
hart’s stepdaughter. He often importuned 
her to come and live with him, but she re- 
fused todo so, andhe thought the Howes 
were atthe bottom of her objections. He 
therefore concluded to murder them. Some 
time during the early hours of the morning 
he went out, procured a ladder, entered the 
second story window and descended to the 
room where the fearful crime was com- 
mitted. There was nothing taken from the 
room, Burkhart’s only desire being murder. 

Peter Howe, the murdered man, has been 
aresident of Wenona for nearly thirty 
years and amassed a fortune here of $250,- 
000. He was very charitable and possessed 
aspirit of philafthropy which led him, 
some time ago, to endew the Howe Insti- 
tute at New Iberia, La., and the Baptist In- 
stitute at Memphis, Tenn., the latter being 
a college for the education of indigent per- 
sons of both races, The murdered wife is a 
sister of George Harks of Magnolia, Lil., a 
millionaire. bat 

Burkhart, the murderer, was a dissolute, 
drunken fellow and very dangerous when 
under the influence of liquor. 

The citizens of Wenona emphatically ex- 
press themselves that had not Burkhart 
committed suicide they would have lynched 
him. Sheriff Morrissey of Ottawa, with 
three deputies, arrived on the scene at 
noon, apprehensive of a difficulty of this 
kind, but the desperate man chose death to 
being taken alive. 

The Coroner this evening obtained a 
statement from the domestic Sarah Rich- 
ardson. She said that her stepfather, Burk- 
hardt, the murderer, came to the house last 
night. He did his fiendish work down 
stairs, and then came to her room and told 
her what he had done, and after an attempt 
to ravish her, left the house. She lay there 
all night, not daring to give an alarm lest 
he waylay and murder her. Apparently the 
assassin’s motive, aside from revenge and 
liquor, was to enable his stepdaughter to 
come into the possession of a sum of money 
promised her 4 the old people provided she~ 
would stay with them during their lifetime. 
It would seem that the murderer hada 
crazy idea that, with the. girl once in pos- 
session of this money, it would be an easy 
matter for him to secure it. :

BAD FOR TERRY. 
The Supreme Court Decides 
Against Him, 


And the Judge Must Serve Ont His 
Sentence in Jail, 


Justice Harlan Delivers the Opinion 
—Field Takes No Part. 


The Supreme Court Rales Acainst the Bell Com- 
pasy in the Government's Suit to Aunal 
Its Patent—Gor. Swineford’s 
Report on Alaska, 


By Telegraph to The Times. ‘ 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—|By the Asso-, 
ciated Pfess.] The Supreme Court of the 
United States today denied the application 
fora writ of habeas corpus in the case of 
David S..Terry of California, convicted of 
contempt of court for the violent scene in 
which he and his wife attacked the officers 
of the court. The application for the writ 
was made on the ground that Terry, at the 
time of his offense, was not in the court- 
room and did not have notice of the Court’s 
intention to bring him to trial. 


After presenting the case made by the ap- 


plication, the decision says: 
*‘What then are the grounds upon which 


the petitioner claims that the Cir- 
cuit Court was without juris- 
diction to make the order com- 


mitting him to jail? They are: First, that 
the order was wade in his absence; second, 
that it was made without his having any 
previous notice of the intention of the 
court to take any steps whatever in relation 
to matters referred to in the order; third, 
that it was made without giving any oppor- 
tunity of being first heard in defense of the 
charges therein made against him. The sec- 
ond and third of these may be dismissed as 
immaterial in any inquiry which this court 
1s at liberty upon this original application 


to make, For, upon the facts recited in the 
order of commitment, ng a case of 
contempt committed in the face of the 


court which tended to destroy its authority 
and to embarrass and obstruct its business 
by violent methods, gered was not en- 
titled, of absolute right, either to demand 
atrial or to notice, by the rules of 
courts, of the intention to proceed against 
him, or to any opportunity to make a for- 
mal answer to the charge contained in the, 
order of commitment.” 

The decision says it is undoubtedly the 
general rule that sentence pronounced 
against a party without hearing him or giv- 
ing him an opportunity to be heard, is not a 
judicial termination of his rights, and is not 
entitied to respect in any other tribunal, but 
declares that there is another rule, which is 
equally vital to personal liberty and the 
privileges of organized society; it has rela- 
tion to a class of contempts, which, being 
committed in the face of a court, imply a 
purpose to destroy its authority or to insult 
or to intimidate those charged with the 
duty of administering the law. Numerous 
authorities and precedents are cited upon 
which the decision concludes that it was 
competent for the Circuit Court immediately 
upon the commission in its presence of the 
contempt recited in its order of September 
3, 1888, to proceed upon its own knowledge 
of the facts and imprison the offender with- 
out further process, without issue or trial in 
any form, and says: ; 

“It was not bound to hear any explana- 
tion of his. motives if it was satisfied— 
and we must conclusively presume it was 
satisfied from what occurred under its own 
eye and within its own hearing—that the 
ends of justice demanded immediate action, 
and that no explanation could mitigate the 
offense or disprove the fact that he had 
committed such contempt as deserved in- 
stant punishment. Whether the facts 
really eater gr such punishment was for 
the Circuit Court to determine. Its con- 
clusion upon such facts is 
es jor review in this collateral pro- 
ceeding. 

As to the affirmation that the order of 
September 3d was void because it was made 
in the absence of the petitioner, the de- 
cision says: 

“The jurisdiction of the person of peti- 
tioner attached instantly upon the’ con- 
tempt being committed in the Court’s pres- 
ence. That jurisdiction was not surren- 
dered, nor was it lost, by any delay in its 
exercising. the power te proceed, without 
notice and proof, to immediate punishment. 
The absence of petitioner fromsthe court- 
room in another room in the same buildin 
at the time the order was made, was a vol- 
untary act. Petitioner’s misbehavior in the 

resence of the oo, his voluntary leaving 

he courtroom, his going into the hal’s 
room, and the making of the order of com- 
mitment were, in substance, one occasion. 
They constituted, in legal effect, one con- 
tinuous, complete transaction, and the juris- 
diction of the court to enter the order for 
the offender’s arrest and imprisonment was 
as fulland complete as when he was in the 
courtroom in the immediate presence of the 
judges.”’

Report of Gov. Swineford—Vast Min- 
. eral Wealth. 

WASHINGTON, Novy, 12,—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]
